Such at least is the verdict of a 
high British officer, who in months 
at the front has made a study of the 
invisibility of colors. 
In clothing an army, the highest 
point of invisibility he says would 
be obtained by garbing each man in 
a different color; one in green, 
the 
next in blue, another in grey, one 
in rod and so alternately, accord­ 
ing to tin* color expert’s scheme. 
If 
this proved impracticable each man 
should be dressed in a combination 
of suit toned colors.

says the officer, would enable an en­ 
tire army corps to merge inconspic­ 
uously into any background.

Many Persons Write Washington to 


Know What Custom Duties 


They Must Pay. 


W ashington, 
Nov. 
2 5 — Many 
weeks in advance, the pre p ara tio n s 
are m ade for the international tours 
o! S a n ta Claus. 
Americans who are1 
planning to send C hristm as presents 
to persons in foreign countries want 
to be sure that those who receive the 
gilts will not be compelled to pay 
any charge^. 
M any letters come a n ­ 
nually to \\ ashington, asking w hat 
to do to avoid a n y difficulties. 
The 
communications have already begun 
to arrive, and are being answered by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Comeree, Department of Commerce. 


The writers <>t these letters which, 
before the end o f the year, will have 
come from every p art of the c oun­ 
try, are partic u la rly interested in 
tariff ra te s which m u st be paid 
on 
g ilts in the laniU to which they arc 
scut. Many express regret that there 
should be such a thing as a foreign 
tariff in the season of generous giv­ 
ing. 
Some indicate t h a t they think 
the charges are really omitted. They 
believe th a t during the holidays the 
barriers are torn down. 


The truth, however, must be told 
in replying to these inquiries, and 
the B urea u is compelled to inform 
its correspondents th at w hatever the 
custom s tax is in any foreign land 
on any class o f presents, th at ta x is 
collected in every season. 


M an y persons who write to W a s h ­ 
ington, asking for tariff rates 
in 
p a r tic u la r countries, fail to specify 
the kinds of articles that are to be 


sent abroad as C hristm as gifts. 
It 


is quite necessary that such details 


should be given in order to learn the 
amount of the tax. 
The Bureau c a n ­ 
not send out an entire tariff schedule 
in answ er to each letter, and even 
if it did, very few persons would 
know what to do with it a fte r they 
received the document. 


The first of the 1915 letters a r ­ 
rived on November 11, and w as a d ­ 
dressed to the T re asu ry Department. 
The writer asked for the r a te 
on 
“ Christmas g ifts” to Canada, and 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, to which the m a tte r was 
forwarded, was unable to reply until 
it was known whether it was some 
mechanical toy for a child, a d ia ­ 
mond stick pin fo r an absent friend 
or a w a rm garm ent for >omc 
d e ­ 
serving person, that was to be sent 
as a gift across the national bound­ 
ary. 
A large proportion of the let­ 
ters usually received have this >ame 
defect. 
They arc sent to various 
departm ents 
in Washington, 
every 
C hristm as season. 
But all come ev­ 
entually to the B ureau which has 
the desii*ed information. 


M any persons in the 
p a s t 
have 
asked what method should he a d o p t­ 
ed in order that the 
tariff charge 
might be paid a t the point o f ship­ 
ment in this country, by the giver 
ot the gitt. 
All such queries have 
been answ ered 
uniformly 
with the 
statem ent that there 
is no direct 
way in which 
the 
import 
duty 
charged by another country can be 
paid here, but 
if the package 
is 
placed in tin* charge of an express 
company, provision can be m ade for 
payment 
of duty 
by the 
express 
agent abroad. 


Although 
there is no 
exemption 
from custom 
house 
charges 
fo r 
Christmas gifts, there are some con­ 
ditions under which certain gifts g o ­ 
ing from country may escape p a y ­ 
ment. Some governments rule that 
wedding presents brought in by s u b ­ 
ject-) shall not be taxed. 
Some also 
exempt possessions that are p a r t of 
an inheritance. 
But the se a so n 
of 
universal giving is not on the tariff 
ca le ndar as one when the p ath w a y s 
between the nations shall be cleared 
of obstructions.

life was first found in the 'great

He has no one 
to thank unless he thanks himself 
because without 'the fatherhood of 
God ho can not catch the true spirit 
of even.the brotherhood of man and 
therefore -cannot even thank 
his 


neighbors aright. The deist has no 
occasion for a thanksgiving because 
he would ask no one but nature to 
thank. It remains for the theist, the 
believer in a personal god to "put 
himself in the light attitude of 
thanksgiving. 


"But when he remembers that 


this divine author of all good is his 
father then his heart rises'up with 
a perpetual gratitude which tune

"One other thing is needed to com- 


plete this four fold relationship. We 
must not only be in the right attitude 
towards God-and our fellow men, 
but we must do; we must practice 
it. And so he speaks of the servant 
hood of self. No life learns the key 
to thanksgiving until it has learned 
to serve. The motto of the- British 
soverigns for generations and that 
spirit which has made them great is 
the German motto from their old 
Anglo-Saxon ancetors, Ich Dien, I 
Serve.'

Such at least is the verdict of a 


"high British officer, who in mo.nths 
at the front has"made a study of the 
invisibility of colors. 


In clothing -an army, the 'highest 


point of invisibility he says would 
be obtained by;garbing each man in 
a different color; one in green, the 
next in blue, another in grey, one 
in red and so alternately, accord- 
ing to the color expert's scheme. If 
this proved impracticable each man 
should -be dressed in a- combination 
of soft toned colors. Either scheme 
says the officer, would enable an en- 
tire army corps to merge inconspic- 
uously into any background. 


_Like Wie Scottish kilts, the olive- 


drab khaki of the British army is 
based on custom, not science, he de- 
clared. Khaki originated'in the Brit-' 
ish Indian 
aiiny and loiter got to 


'England. The European war has 
shown that it is far-more satisfac- 
tory on the Indian plains or the Af- 
rican veldt than limned asrainst the 
landscape of France or Belgium.

weeks in advance, the preparations, 
are made for'the international tours 
of Santa Glaus. Americans who are 
planning to send Christmas presents 


^ *to. persons in. foreign countries want 


to be sure that those who receive the 
gifts will not he compelled to pay 
any charges. ~ Many letters come an- 


0" Dually to Washington, .asking, what 
. 
to do to avoid any difficulties. The 
communications have already begun 
to arrive, ancl are being answered by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Comerce, Department of Commerce. 


The writers of these letters which, 


before the end of the year, will have 
come from every part of the coun- 
try, are particularly interested in 
tariff rates which must be paid on- 


,. gifts in the lands to which they are 
- sent. Many express rcgre't that there 


should be such a thing as a foreign 


• , tariff in the season of generous giv- 


ing. Some -indicate that they think 
the charges'are really omitted. They 


°. I>e1iev« tliat.during "the'j holidays the 


barriers are..torn down.

" in replying to these inquiries, and 
/ the Bureau is compelled to inform 
K^its^rrespondents that .whatever the

The Bureau can- 
not send out an- entire tariff schedule 
in answer to each letter, and even 
if it did, very few persons would 
know what to do with it after they 
received the document. 


The fost of the 1915 letters ar- 


rived on November 11, and was ad- 
dressed to the Treasury Department. 
The writer, asked for the rate on 
"Christmas gifts" to Canada, and 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, to which the matter was 
forwarded, was unable to reply until 
•it was known, whether it was some 
mechanical toy for a child, a dia- 
mond, stick pin for an absent friend 
or a warm .garment for 'some de- 
•serving person, that was to be sent 
as a gift across the national bound- 
ary. A large proportion of the let- 
ters usually received have this same 
defect. 
They are sent to various 


departments in Washington, 
every 


Christmas season. But all come ev- 
entually to the Bureau which has 
the desired information. 


Many persons. in ;the past ,have 


asked what method should be adopt- 
ed in order that the . tariff charge- 
might be paid at the point of ship- 
ment in this country, by the giver 
of the gift. 
All such querie? have 


been answered uniformly .with the 
statement that there is no direct 
way in which the 
import 
duty 


charged by another country can be 
paid here, but if the package is 
placed in the charge of an 'express 
company, provision can be made for 
payment of duty by the express 
agent abroad. 


Although there is no exemption 


from custom house charges 
for 


Christmas gifts, there are some con- 
ditions under which certain gifts' go- 
ing froln country may escape pay- 
ment. Some governments rule that 
•wedding presents brought in by -sub- 
jects shall not be-ta'sed. Some also 
exempt possessions that are part of 
an inheritance. But the season - of 
universal giving is iot on the .tariff 
calendar as one when the pathways 
between the nations shall he cleared-
